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A Telstar History 


1968 : a year of hope, turbulence, change and 
innovation. It was driven by a generation that defied 
gravity. This generation was seeking new 
perspectives and it possessed a strong belief that 
anything was possible. In a rural setting in western 
Maine, a new high school opened its doors in 
September of that year, imbued with a youthful 
idealism. New teachers blended with the experienced 
staff and embedded within this staff was a 
developing passion for learning. New ideas such as 
modular schedules, unstructured time, liberal 
attitudes, self-responsibility, and individuality 
abounded and there was a dream of an educational 
utopia. We believed and acknowledged that the torch 
had been passed to a new generation of educators. 
With Rowan and Martin's "Laugh-In," the Smothers 
Brothers "Comedy Hour," and Archie Bunker's "All in 
the Family" as top television shows, nothing was safe 
from spoof, parody, or satire. There was a tendency 
toward impatience with custom, and an exaltation of 
the individual. We attempted to build a learning 
environment that was tolerant and inclusive. We 
accepted Henry David Thoreau's belief that "If a man 
does not keep pace with his companions, perhaps it 
is because he hears a different drummer. Let him step 
to the music he hears, however measured or far 
away." Today, forty-three years later, we must be 
vigilant and remind ourselves of the cornerstones on 
which Telstar High School was built. Our mission still 
is to encourage our school community, through 
quality education, to be respectful, responsible, 
lifelong learners with a passion for excellence.

QUESTION: What is the satellite Telstar used for? 

ft ft ft 

ANSWER: In the days before Telstar, there was telephone and 
radio communication between the U.S.A. and the rest of the world. 
However, the cables across the Adantic and the radio voice channels 
could handle only 550 messages at once —not enough to meet tne 
rapidly increasing demand. No television signals could besent across 
the Atlantic. 

In 1962, The Bell Telephone Company built the tiny satellite Tel¬ 
star, a general idea of w T hich is given in the picture, and put it into 
orbit around the earth. High in the air, Telstar picks up signals sent 
out on the "micro-wave" frequency. It amplifies them 10 billion times 
and sends them out again. On the other side of the Atlantic, these 
signals, now very faint, are picked up, amplified again and can be 
heard (and seen on TV screens) in Europe. Telstar needs electric 
power to operate. This is supplied by batteries charged by 3,600 
solar cells, which are able to change sunlight directly into electrical 
energy. Since Telstar, several other communication satellites have
